More than 1,000 chosen for one¬ 
way Mars reality-TV mission 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - More 
than 1,000 candidates -- from 
200,000 hopefuls - - have been 
chosen to train for a private 
Mars colonisation mission to 
be partly funded hy a reality- 
TV show following their train¬ 
ing and subsequent steps, 
organisers said Thursday. 

They are tD be whittled 
down to just 24, who will be 
sent over six launches starting 
in 2024, according to Mars 
One, the Dutch-based non¬ 
profit group behind the auda¬ 
cious endeavour. 

Hie only catch is that the 
sp ace-bound settlere will be on 
a one-way ticket to the Red 
Planet winch lies a minimum 
55 million kilometres (24 mil- 
h c in mil e s) - - sax months 1 trav el 
— from Earth. 

Casts are too high to con¬ 
template a return trip 

Mars One said the selected 
1,05 S would-be emigrants tD 
Mars, from 140 countries, 
were informed on December 
30 they w r ere the lucky few 
deemed to meet the criteria -- 
including an "indomitable 
spirit",, "good judgement', 'a 
good sense of play*, disease- 
and drug-free, English-speak¬ 
ing - to be interplanetary' pio¬ 
neers. 

“Hie challenge with 


200,000 applicants is separat¬ 
ing those who we feel are 
physically and mentally adept 
to become human ambassadors 
on Mars from those who are 
obviously taking the mission 
much less seriously. We even 
had a couple of applicants sub¬ 
mit their videos in the nude," 
said organisation co-founder 
Eas Lands dorp. 

The group's chief medical 
officer, Norbert Kraft, said the 
candidates will now be called 
m for "rigorous simulations, 
many in team settings, with 
focus on testing (their) physi¬ 
cal and emotional capabilities" 
over tlie next two years. 

The organisers announced 
last month it signed a 
$2 5 0,0 00-dollar (1SQ,D00- 
euro) contract with US group 
Lockheed Martin Space Sys¬ 
tems to build a concept landing 
module that would be sent in a 
20IS unmanned test flight

"Aurora Australis has advised AMS A that the 52 passengers 
from the Akademik Shokalskiy are now on board," the Aus¬ 
tralian Maritime Safety Authority said. 

Passengers were flown to the Australian ship in groups of 12 
by a helicopter from a Chinese icebreaker. 

Hie Akademik Shokalsky has b een stuck in ice since Decem¬ 
ber 24 100 nautical miles east of the French base Dumont 
d'Urville, with several icebreaking attempts failing to reach 
it. 

After a number of false starts a helicopter evacuation of the 
research vessel's passengers began on Thursday evening, with 
a fficial confirmation that it was underway reaching AM 3 A at 
6. 15pm Australian time (0715 GMT) 

The Australian agency, winch is coordinating the rescue mis¬ 
sion, reported all passengers were safey on board the Aurora 
Australis -- an Australian government supply ship -- at 
10 15pm, some four hours later 

Passengers were airlifted from a makeshift landing pad on the 
ice beside the Prussian ship to an ice floe near the Australis. 
Expedition leader Chris Turney expressed relief that the wait 
was finally over 

"We've made it to the Aurora Australis safe and sound. Ahuge 
thanks to the Chinese and the (government's) Australian 
Antarctic Division for all their hard work," Turney tweeted.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
New York Times and Guardian 
newspapers called Thursday 
for US leaker Edward Snow¬ 
den to be granted clemency for 
his revelations on US govern¬ 
ment spying 

The two dailies m separate 
editorials bailed the fugitive 
computer specialist, who has 
sought refuge in Russia after 
leaking reams of information 
about the secretive US Na¬ 
tional Security Agency and ns 
data gathering techniques. 

"He may have committed a 
crime to do so, but he has done 
his country a great service," 
the Times wrote 

Britain's Guardian newspa¬ 
per meanwhile urged Washing¬ 
ton u to allow Mr Snowden to 
return to the US with dignity," 
calling his revelations expos¬ 
ing the extent of Washington's 
electronic eavesdropping at 
home and abroad an act of 
"moral courage." 

Ob am a has said be welcomes 
debate about the NSA's role as 
he weighs possible changes to 
its broad powers, but has re¬

Indian teenager gang-raped and set ablaze: police 


KOLKATA (AFP) - An Indian 
teenager was gang-raped in 
two separate attacks and then 
died after being set on file, 
sp arkmg protests in die eastern 
city of Kolkata and the capital, 
police said Thursday. 

The Id-year-aid was first as¬ 
saulted on October 26 and then 
again the next day by a group 
of mare than six men near ha' 
family's home in the town of 
Madhyagiam, 25 kilometres 
(15 miles) north of Kolkata. 

The second rape occurred as 
she was returning home after 
reporting the first attack at a 


police station 

She was then set on fire an 
December 22 and died in a 
state-run hospital late dh New 
Year's Eve, police said. 

"She gave us a dying decla¬ 
ration m front of the health of¬ 
ficials that she was set on fire 
by two persons close fa the ac¬ 
cused when she was alone at 
home on December 23," local 
policeman Nnnbala Santash 
Uttamraa told AFP

on Wednesday, two months 
after the initial crime, la cal po¬ 
lice chief Rajiv Kumar told

"The accused tired to kill my 
daughter by setting her on fire 
to hush up their crimes," tire

Scientists discover hormone 
that blocks marijuana buzz 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
naturally occurring hormone 
acts as spontaneous defense m 
the tram against the high 


caused by marijuana and could 
be useful in preventing addic¬ 
tion, researchers said Thurs¬ 
day. 


French researchers studied lab 
rats and found that die steroid 
hormone pregnenolone reduced 
die activity of a particular brain 
molecule called die type-1 
cannabinoid receptor (CB1). 

The hormone, which was 
not previously believed to 
have any biological effect of 
its Dwn, actually cancels out 
the “high" caused by THC, the 
psycho active ingredient in 
marijuana, according to lead 
author Pier Vincenzo Piazza of 
the French Institute of Healdi 
and Medical Research (IN- 
SERM) 

“Their discovery could lead 
to new approaches to treating 
marijuana mtoxi c ah on and ad¬ 
diction - and it may allow re¬ 
searchers to isolate the 
medicinal properties of 
cauii abi s wEill e bio dang its b e - 
havioral and somatic effects" 

About 147 million people 
globally - or about 2.5 percent 
d£ the population — use 
cannabis, according to the 
World Health Organization. 

’■Male cannabis products can 
alleviate symptoms of depres¬ 
sion, glaucoma, spasms, and 
nausea associated with cancer 
and AIDS, they are also known 
to impair brain development, 
memory and lung function, 
and some say they can lead to 
addiction. 

If pregnenolone's effect can 
be confirmed, it would mark 
" the fir st p harrnac ol a gi cal 
therapy for cannabis depend¬ 
ence," he added.

America's first marijuana stores open in Colorado 

DENVER (AFP) - Mari- 
juana users celebrated 
Wednesday as Colorado 
became the first US state 
to allow retail cannabis 
sales, putting it in the 
vanguard of efforts 
across the country to le¬ 
galize the drug. The west¬ 
ern state famous for its 
ski resorts and breathtak¬ 
ing mountain vistas has 
issued 343 retail licenses 
- including for small pot 
shops --than can sell up 
to 23 grams of potto peo¬ 
ple aged 21 or older. Washington state on the Pacific Coast will follow Colorado several 
months from now, when it also allows stores to begin selling cannabis. As America's 
attitudes on marijuana use evolve, Colorado and Washington legalized recreational 
consumption of the drug in November 2012 referendums, but the new rules coming 
into force allow cannabis shops. "It just makes it an item of commerce, like going into 
a liquor store," a gray-haired Charles Pierce, 31 T told AFP at the Denver Kush Club, 
where pot fans lined in the wind and sleet for the 3:00 am (1500 GMT) opening. State 
officials here anticipate tfiat marijuana sales will generate some$67 million in annual 
tax revenue. Opponents of legalized cannabis warn that it can lead to higher rates of 
marijuana use and addiction, even among young people who technically are not sanc¬ 
tioned to use the drug.

MADRID (AFP) - A Spanish- 
led consortium threatened 
Thursday to halt a massive ex- 
p ansi on of the Panama Canal, 
which handles five p ercent of 
world maritime trade, because 
of a row over ca st overruns. 

Spanish builder Sacyr, 
leader of the Crupo Umdos por 
el Canal consortium, said work 
will stop unless the canal pays 
$1.6 billion m cost overruns 
for work on tire SO-kilometre 
(50-mile) waterway connect¬ 
ing the Atlantic and Pact he 
Oceans. 

"GUPC has formally in¬ 
formed the Panama Canal Au¬ 
thority that it will suspend 
work if the failures to comply 
are not put right within the ad¬ 
vised period," Sacyr said in a 
statement to Spanish market 
regulators 

Tire consortium said it had 
set the canal authorities a 21- 
day deadline before suspend¬ 
ing its $3.2 billion contract 
(2 3 billion euros) to expand 
die capacity of the canal, no¬ 
tably by installing a third set of 
canal locks. 

Hie overall cost of the 
Panama Canal exp ansi an proj¬ 
ect, has been estimated at $5 2 
billion 

News of the suspension 
tine at sent Sacyr shares plung¬ 
ing by more than 13 percent as 
trade opened on the Madrid 
stock exchange. By mid-after¬ 
noon, they were down 7 75 
percent at 3.475 euros. 

On Wednesday, Panama 
canal administrator Jorge Qui- 
jaiiD warned that the canal au¬ 
thority would use contractual 
mechanisms to ensure the com¬ 
pletion of the canal expansion 

"No matter what kind of 
pressure is exercised against 
the ACP (Panama Canal Au¬ 
thority), we maintain our de¬ 
mand that Gmpo Umdos por el 
Canal respect the contract that 
they agreed to and signed," he 
satd in a statement quoted by

A year ago, GUPC de¬ 
manded an extra payment of 
$1.6 billion from tire Panama 
Canal Authority due to con¬ 
struction delays.

player left in the draw. Gulbis hit some startling winners, led 54 in the first set, and 
had three points to take a 4-1 lead in the second, but Nadal was always tough and re¬ 
silient when it mattered most. Nadal also served very well, approached the net more 
than usual, and his standard went up markedly when it seemed that Gulbis might take 
a grip on the second set. He next plays unheralded German Peter Gojowczyk, who ear¬ 
lier saw off compatri ot Dustin Brown in three sets. Gojowczyk had only ever won one 
match on the ATP World Tour before this week, but here he continued his run despite 
coming close to losing in a dramatic decider which finished in a tie-break. 



American 
basketball 
players briefly 
detained in Libya 

BENGHAZI (AFP) - Secu- 
rity forces briefly detained 
on Thursday two Ameri¬ 
cans playing for a basket¬ 
ball team in Libya's 
volatile eastern city of 
Benghazi, a security 
source said. 

The unidentified men, 
who play for Benghazi^ 
Al-Hilal, "were picked up 
while they were practising 
near Garyounes Univer¬ 
sity" said one of the 
school's security officials. 

'They were arrested in 
the company of two 
Libyans and were freed 
after being questioned, 1 ' 
the source said without 
explaining why they had 
been picked up. 

On Friday, four US mili¬ 
tary personnel on a secu¬ 
rity mission in Libya were 
briefly detained near 
Sabratha, SO kilometres 
(36 miles) west of Tripoli, 
without any reason being 
given. 

The New York Times re¬ 
ported that the four were 
attached to the US em¬ 
bassy's security team and 
had been working on sce¬ 
narios for a theoretical 
evacuation of US govern¬ 
ment employees in the 
country. 

The US ambassador 
and three other Americans 
were killed in September 
2012 when militants as¬ 
saulted the US consulate 
in Benghazi. 

And an American 
teacher was shot dead 
early last month as he 
jogged in the city. 

Since the revolution that 
ousted and killed long¬ 
time dictator Moamer Kad- 
hafi in 2011, Libya's 
authorities have struggled 
to establish security in the 
country.

NEW YORK (AFP| -Tim Tebow, once a National Football 
League phenomenon as a quarterback, has signed a 
deal to become a television analyst after failing to land 
with a team this season. ESPN announced Monday that 
Tebow would work as an analyst on collegiate American 
football on the Southeastern C onferenc e Network when 
that cable channel launches in August. Tebow, however, 
will contribute to a variety of ESPN programs and make 
his television debut next Monday on the pre-game show 
before the collegiate American football championship 
game between Auburn University and Florida State Uni¬ 
versity. Tebow played for two US college championship 
squads at the University of Florida but found limited 
success in the NFL. He became a celebrity in part for his 
evangelical views and a widely imitated kneeling move 
that became known as ’TebowingT In 2011, he began 
the season as a reserve but rallied the Denver Broncos 
to a surprise division title and playoff upset of Pitts¬ 
burgh. Tebow was traded to the N ew York Jets but threw 
only eight passes for them in 2012 before being released 
last April. He did a pre-season training camp with hie 
New England Patriots before being dropped in August. 
ESPN said Tebow's role would not preclude him from 
pursuing NFL playing opportunities.

Footballs Qatar ready to host 
World Cup 'whatever the date ' 
- organiser 



DOHA (AFP) - Qatar will be 
ready to host the 2022 World 
Cup finals whether the compe¬ 
tition i;> played in summer or 
winter, Nasser Al-Khater from 
tlie organising committee told 
AFP on Thursday. 

Football's world governing 
body FIFA have launched a 
consultation process over 
whether the tournament should 
be moved from its habitual 
June and July dates to tire win¬ 
ter to avoid the unbearable 
heat m the Gulf 

However, Al-Khater says the 
uncertainty has had no impact 
on Qatar 2022's work thus far. 

"Our plans are still to deliver 
die World Cup in the summer 
as we have bid and as we have 
promised, - he said

that if there will be a change 
that the international football 
community agrees amongst 
themselves and decides. For us 
we will be ready regardless of 
die date that they choose."

2014. 

"We will be announcing five 
more stadiums m 2014 and 
five stadiums will be in differ¬ 
ent sorts of levels of work in 
2014," he stated

real progress will be showing 
an the ground " 

Plans to cqdI the air inside 
die stadiums - one of the most 
eye-catching elements of 
Qatar’s World Cup bid - will 


go ahead even with the doubt 
surrounding when the tourna¬ 
ment will be played, with Al- 
Khater emphasising the need 
to improve conditions for do- 
m e sti c co nip etiti on s to o. 

"You open the horizons for 
other countries because tins 
(air-co cling) technology is not 
just for stadiums," he said. 

Al-Khater also insisted that 
reports in foreign media high¬ 
lighting the difficult conditions 
faced by immigrant workers m 
the tiny country, while creating 
negative publicity, could turn 
out to be a positive thing. 


Schumacher turns 45 while 
comatose in hospital 



GRENOBLE {AFP) - Formula One legend Michael Schu¬ 
macher turned 45 today while lying comatose in a 
French hospital after suffering critical head injuries in a 
ski accident. Doctors and family members were tight- 
lipped Thursday about the condition of the German rac¬ 
ing great, who has been hospitalised since Sunday, 
when he slammed his head against a rock while skiing 
in the French Alps, There have been conflicting state¬ 
ments about the speed the seven-time world racing 
champion was going when the tragedy befell him in the 
Merib el ski resort, where he has a property. The rock im¬ 
pact split the helmet Schumacher was wearing in two, 
according to a source close to the investigation. The 
Ferrari FI team where Schumacher spent many years 
announced it would on Friday hold a "silent gathering" 
in front of the Grenoble hospital to mark the birthday of 
the retired sportsman, who is being kept in an induced 
coma. Meanwhile, his family posted a message on 
Schumacher's website that said "we would like to thank 
the people from all around the world who have ex¬ 
pressed their sym pathy and sent their best wishes for 
his recovery."
